Note, The Church of Rome, without 
ſhame fain a Sacrament of a Ceremony uſed 
only for health of body ; whereas ſpiritual 
grace, not bodily health,is the proper cffet 
of a Sacrament. Why do they not alſo 
make Sacraments of Clay and Spittle , 
Handkerchiefs and Aprons; for theſe as well 
as Qyl were ſometimes uſed as ſigns in mi- 
raculous healing of Diſeaſes? the gift of 


healing being ceaſed, it is abſurd to keep up ' 


the ſign, much more abſurd to make it a 
Sacrament, as the Papilts do, calling jt ex- 
tream unction ; to propoſe their hypocriti- 
cal pageantry, is enough to confute it; the 
matter mult be oile Olive conſecrated by a 
Biſhop. He that Adminifters it muſt be a 
Prielt, the perſon receiving it, muſt be one 
thought to be at the point of death.

Note, The difference between Monks : 


and Fryers ; Monks have nothing in propri. 
ety, but all in common; theſe having loſt 
their credit, another order came up, who 
would be called Fryers ; theſe pretend to 
Krit poverty, to have nothing in common, 
nor propriety, but are Mendicants, begging 
their ſubſiſtance. But after a little time 
theſe Fryers obtained leave from the Popes, 
to have Houſes, Lands, and Money, and 
heaped up much wealth; yet notwith- 
AY they pretend to keep their ſolemn 
vow 0 

the uſe, poſſcſſion, and enjoyment of their 
Houſes, Goods, and Eſtates ; but the pro- 
perty and Dominion of them, is not in 
themſelves, but in the Pope : all this pre- 
tence of poverty is a meer Juggle, and fit 
only to deceive the ſimple; for poverty 
cannet confi witha plentiful uſe of wealth, 
ſuppoſing it could be without property or 
Dominion.
